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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOW  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


In  Case  of  Fire  Call  2709 


The  Bow  Volunteer  Fire  Department  during  the  year 
1952  answered  19  calls  for  fire,  2  emergency  calls  and  6 
civilian  defense  test  white  alerts. 

The  fire  calls  consisted  of  5  house  fires,  -1  chimney  fires, 
1  car  fire,  1  brush  fire  and  1  rubbish  fire,  1  refrigerator 
motor  fire,  3  out  of  town  brush  and  forest  fires,  and  3 
false  or  unnecessary  runs. 

The  buildings  and  car  involved  had  a  total  valuation 
of  $24,105.00.  The  gross  loss  was  $4,527.00.  The  insur- 
ance paid  was  only  $927.00,  leaving  a  net  loss  of  $3,600.00. 
►Some  of  the  property  had  no  insurance  at  all.  Our  per 
capita  loss  being  about  $3.60,  against  a  per  capita  loss 
last  year  of  181/2  cents. 

On  mutual  aid  we  were  called  to  help  fight  a  brush  fire 
in  Concord,  a  forest  fire  in  Hooksett  and  another  in  Dun- 
barton. 

The  Hale  portable  pump  bought  for  the  tank  truck  has 
worked  out  to  be  well  worth  the  money  invested. 

Our  serap  drive  still  continues  and  we  have  raised  some 
$355.00  from  the  sale  of  paper,  rags  and  old  iron  this 
past  year.  The  department  started  running  dances  at 
the  Grange  hall  on  Saturday  nights  last  February  and 
continued  them  until  early  summer.  They  were  started 
again  in  the  fall  and  we  have  cleared  almost  $500.00  for 
the  year.  From  these  two  sources  we  have  added  about 
$765.00  to  our  building  fund,  which  at  the  end  of  the  year 
totaled  $1,895.00,  and  as  this  is  being  written  has  passed 
the  $2,000.00  mark.  Our  goal  is  $5,000.00  to  be  used  to 
build  a  larger  fire  station  in  the  near  future. 
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Amongst  other  purchases  for  the  department  from  our 
scrap  drive  money  were  5  pairs  of  rubber  boots  for  use 
at  fires. 

During  the  summer  and  fall  we  solicited  $100.00  from 
our  friends  and  neighbors,  mostly  forest  land  owners, 
and  then  in  the  fall  we  ran  a  You-Know-What  and  raised 
$200.00  more.  This  money  was  used  to  purchase  3  port- 
able walkie-talkie  radios.  These  radios  will  be  used 
mainly  for  forest  fire  work  and  in  conjunction  with  our 
truck  radios.     They  have  a  range  up  to  about  5  miles.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School   Board  of  Bow: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Bow  School. 

Teaching  Staff 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year  we  have  had  no  change 
in  teaching  personnel.  The  staff,  under  the  leadership 
of  the  principal,  Edward  A.  Clay,  has  not  only  done  an 
excellent  classroom  job,  but  the  teachers  should  be  com- 
mended for  their  professional  spirit  and  interest.  Each 
year  your  teachers  have  conscientiously  attended  work- 
shops, extension  courses,  and  summer  sessions,  all  of 
which  speaks  for  itself.  A  school  which  is  forced  to 
change  teachers  regularly  can  not  be  expected  to  produce 
that  type  of  teaching  and  professional  growth  which  is 
so  necessary  if  we  are  to  have  an  effective  school  system. 

Enrollment 

The  present  enrollment  in  your  school  totals  181,  the 
highest  figure,  1  believe,  at  any  one  time  in  the  history 
of  Bow. 
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Our  anticipated  enrollment  figures  for  the  next  three 
years,  on  the  basis  of  our  1052  census,  indicate  the  fol- 
lowing  enrollments — ■ 

1953-54  191 

1954-55  197 

1955-56  193 

From  the  above  data  two  conclusions  are  obvious, — 
(1)  That  we  should  employ  an  additional  teacher  this 
coming  fall,  and  reactivate  the  room  in  the  basement  for 
use  as  a  classroom,  (2)  That  we  should  take  immediate 
steps  to  secure  plans  for  an  addition  of  two  rooms  to  the 
present  building. 

In  connection  with  the  projected  enrollment  figures, 
may  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  problem  is 
not  only  one  of  number  of  pupils,  but  also  a  problem  of 
the  division  of  eight  grades  over  six  teachers.  The  com- 
bination of  grades  is  such  that  we  must  shortly  provide 
one  grade  per  room.  If  such  space  is  not  provided,  we 
will  have  to  set  up  combination  grades  throughout  the 
six  rooms.  Such  a  situation  would  obviously  decrease  our 
instructional  effectiveness. 


Capital  Improvements 

As  the  School  Board  fully  realizes,  we  have  two  major 
problems  which  should  be  considered  at  this  time. 

The  first  is  concerned  with  sewage.  Our  present  septic 
tank  and  "dry  well"  are  not  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
meet  our  present  needs.  A  new  septic  tank  must  be 
installed  and  method  provided  to  remove  from  the  school 
grounds  the  discharge  from  the  septic  tank. 

Secondly,  we  should  adopt  a  plan  to  pave  the  area 
around  the  school  building.  Our  driveway  and  sidewalk 
are  in  poor  condition,  and  the  amount  of  mud  and  dirt 
carried  into  the  building  by  the  pupils,  is  damaging  to 
our  floors.     The  entire  job  need  not  be  done  at  one  time. 
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but  it  would  seem  a  wise  procedure  to  adopt  a  plan  to 
pave  a  certain  area  each  year  for  the  next  three  or  four 
years. 

In  conclusion  may  I  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
School  Board,  teachers  and  townspeople,  all  of  whom 
have  co-operated  to  improve  the  educational  opportunities 
for  the  children  of  Bow.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination 
and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Bow  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1952,  which  was  made  by 
this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town. 
Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the 
report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax 
Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  Baker 
Free  Library  and  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  December  31,  1951- 
December  31,  1952:  (Exhibit  A-l) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1951 
and  December  31,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l. 
As  indicated  therein,  the  Surplus  increased  by  $2,307.26  in 
1952. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  during-  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the 
factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.  These 
were  as  follows:

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi- 
tures—  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits 
A-3  and  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3 
and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit 
A-4),  a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $2,254.75,  plus  a  net  unex- 
pended balance  of  appropriations  of  $915.58,  resulted 
in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $3,170.33. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:   (Exhibit  B-l) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1952,  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included 
in  Exhibit  B-l.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance,  as  of 
December  31.   1952,  is  indicated   in  Exhibit  B-2. 
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AUDIT   PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public 
funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  can- 
celled checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices 
and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  bal- 
ances were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank 
balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository 
banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by 
the  Collector's  records. 

GENERAL   COMMENTS 
Town  Treasurer: 

The  Town  Treasurer  should  reconcile  the  bank  balance 
with  the  cash  book  balance  at  the  end  of  each  month. 
A  monthly  statement  showing  the  detailed  receipts  and 
total  expenditures  during  the  month  and  closing  balance 
should  also  be  submited  by  the  Treasurer  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

The  surety  bond  of  the  Treasurer  for  1952  was  written 
in  the  amount  of  $6,000.00.  Inasmuch  as  the  funds 
handled  by  the  Treasurer  in  1952  totaled  $167,000.00, 
the  surety  bond  should  be  increased  to  $10,000.00  in  1953. 

Conclusion : 

The  accounts  of  the  officials  which  we  examined  were 
found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  procedure 
conformed  to  prescribed  methods. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211.  of  the  Laws 
of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its 
essential  features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual 
town  report. 
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We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Bow  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.
